The association is also restrained from 
selling assortments of commodities, some 
of which are advertised at a low price, 
while the price of the others is set suf- 
ficlently high to make a profit.

Hon. James Dunsmuir, One of 
Wealthiest Men of Province 
Is Dead 


VICTORIA, B.C. June 6.—Hon. 
James Dunsmuir, former premier, one 
time Meutenant governor of British 
Columbia, one of the wealthiest and 
best known residents of this province, 
died at Cowichan Lake today, He 
had been in failing health for some 
ime, and suffered a seizure last even- 
ing. 


Hon, James Dunmuir, was born at 
Fort Vancouver, Wash., on July 8, 
1851, son of late Hon, Robert and 
Joanna (White) Dunsmmutr. He was 
educated at Nanaimo and Dundas, 
Ont., later took course, military 
schoo), Blackburg, Va Started work 
in the several departments of the 
mining operationg carried on by his 
father He became president and 


chief stockholder of the Washington 
Colliery Co. which owned and tperated 
coal mines at Comox, Vancouver Is- 
land, sold to MacKenzie and Mann, 
1910. He owned 20,000 acres in Bri- 
t'sh Columbia. He was a director, 
C.P.R, and many times millionaire.
